How & German's Halr Was Blanched by
the Horror of Delirium.
Though it has long been a popular
belief that the hair may be suddenly
turned whi¥e under the influence of
some very powerful emotion, such as
grief or terror and though numerous
stories about it are related in popular
literature and folk tales, yvet some
physiologists are doubtful of such a
sudden change ever taking place. nnd
well anthenticated instances of its
actual oceurrence are very rare. The
ecase of Ovide Musin, tne violinist,
whose hair and beard were completely
blanched as the result of & railroad
wreek, is much better vouched for than
most stories of the kind, though there
are a few that seem to answer the re-
quirements of the most exacting scien-
tists. One of these quoted by the New
York Advertiser is mentioned in Dr.
Virchow's “‘Archives for April, 1566
by Dr. Landois, as occurring under
the observation of himself and Dr.
Lohmer. In this case the blanching
of the hair occurred in a hospital in a
single night while the patient was
under the daily observation of the vis-
iting physicians, and it would seem to
prove bevond a doubt not duly that
actual grief or terror may produce
this peculiar result, but that the sim-
ulated horrors of delirium may have
the same effect. The patient, a com-
positor thirty-four years of age, with
ligght hair and blue eviss, was admitted
into the hospital July 9, 1865, suffering
from an acute attack of deliriam tre-
mens. A marked peculiarity in the
disease was excessive terror whenever
anvone approached the patient. He

slept  for twelve hours on the night
of the Lith of July after having
taken thirty drops of laudanam. Up

to this time nothing unusual had been
observed regarding the hair. On the
morging of July 12 it was evident to
the medical attendants and to all who
saw the putient that the hair of the
head and beard had become gray. The
paticnt himself remarked the change
with intense astonishment. The hair
remained gray as long as the patient
was under observation, to Septem-
ber 17.
